Scotch miners bound for Bear Creek. 
They had a ton and a half ot "outfit" 
on fivesleds and were drawing them by 
hand about 
fifty miles. 
At dark 
we 


reached 
Klukwan, an Indian 
village 


across the river which was open at this 
point, which is whero the Klaheena 
joins the Chilcoot and is about 25 miles 
from Haines. 
AnIndian came across 
for us in a 
large canoe 
which he 
awkwardly overturned and Ihad the 
exquisite pleasure of a ducking, 
added 


tomy other comforts. 
We 'saved 
all 


the goods 
and 
were soon shown into 


One of the best houses in town. It was 
about 12 by 20 feet, had a large jbeat- 
ing stove in the centre, a cook stove in 
one corner and seven comfortable beds 
placed against the walls. The "ladies" 
kindly vacateththe 
premises, ~we ;took 


off our clothes, 
hung them near the 
fire, rubbed ourselves 
dry, and Iat 


once rolled into bed; spent most of the 
night changing positions and repenting 
of my sins. 
Toward morning Iwas 
able to sleep and on waking saw that 
our hostesses 
were preparing breakfast. 


The situation was a littlepeculiar so I 
lay lowuntil my comrades 
arose and 
began dressing as if.they were entirely 
alone, 
then Ifollowed suit, no one 


seeming to notice us. 
We had a break- 
fast of ham and eggs, 
biscuits, coffee 
and cake, all clean and well cooked. 
A dollar each for our entertainment 
and 25 cents for the ducking settled the 
billand I 
started 
up the Klaheena in 
advance of the rest.

Just 
above KlukwanI 
came to asmall house 
with the British flag over it. This is 
twenty miles nearer tide water than it 
used to be under. Russian control and 
steamers can run above this point. An 
officer came out and asked my name 
and destination. I 
.gave them and then 
enquired his name and business. 
We 
laughed a bitabout the shrewdness 
of 
the Canadians 
and the weakness 
pf 


Uncle Sam in- giving up 
20 mile 
strip of the richest part pfthe country, 
and said gqod-tiyp. 
The route now lay 
up the Klaheena which we had to ford 
five times in pur rubber 
bpots and 
carry the freight in our arms. 
The 
water was rapid but not more than two 
feet deep. 
Our course 
was southwest 
and before dark wereached Porcupine, 
about 45 miles fromHaines. 
The town 
already has a hotel, store, saloon and 
about twodozen tents and is less 
than 
a milefrom the creek. 
This is not an 
easy creek to work as from 12 to 40 feet 
of gravel lies on the bedrock, but some 
of the prospect 
holes 
yield pay dirt 
from 8 feet below the, surface 
to the 
bottom. 
Qnly prospecting 
has been 
done yet but the creek and also the 
branches have proved rich wherever 
prospected. 
Over' seventy-five 
thou- 


sand dollars was taken out last season. 
Tho gold is coarse 
and well washed, 
tho largest nugggt was worth (s}'36/.§o) 
one hutiflred and thirty-six dollars and 
fifty cents. 
Several 
outfits of heavy 
machinery willbe taken 
to the creek 


this year. The whole country is staked 
mostly, 
by power of attorney in 20 
acre claims, which, of course, prevents 
any rapid development. 


I_took a 12-mile trip onsnowshges

have an interest 
and 'was veil pleased with the experi- 
ence and the prospect. 
.The weather continued fine and after 
seeing all.lcame for Istarted 
one

of the trj'p as one of us was able to ride 
most pf the way.

Our route lay along the east shore of 
Pyramid Harbor and up the Chilcoot 
River which was frozen over to within 
a mileof itsmouth.

sled had a shaft nailed to the side of 
the front end at an angle of about 
45 
degrees. 
A man walksin front of the 
sled and by the.shaft 
guides the load 
or assists the dogs inhard places.

dogs are harnessed
